THE-BIG TIME 



Rockers generatly foil into fwo cotegoriei: 
Penny ante deals and million dollar swindles. 

In the first group we find carnival gome* 
wher« the "nickel gowgers" and the "grifters" 
gyp their customers with "gaffed" devices 
that make it impossible for anyone to win. 
Hie same applies to many other petty rockets 
such as phoney lottery tickets and contests 
in which the winners ore fixed beforehand. 

The big time swindles of course include 
stock selling deals, oil wells that don't pro- 
duce Qpd any number of huge projects thot 
attract sudiers chiefly because of thnr magni- 
tude. These lake o lot of backing to put 
across. « 

Occasionally, a clever gyp artist will parley 
a small-lime grift into a big lime rocket. A 
case in point ii the numbers game which be- 
gon at a locol or neighborhood proposition 
and later grew to a notional scale. But the 
really remarkable situation orrives when a 
million dollar front is used to put across a 
petty swindle. 

One such swindle U the "Corbon Paper" 
dodge. 

If begins in a used cor dealer's office, 
where a man with an Austrolian occent 
makes his entrance, cheerily announces that 
he is from "Down Under" and in the market 
for American automobiles. He'tolks blandly of 
customs duties, getting money out of Australia 
and oil the rest of it. But the wind up is thot 
he can pay the dealer's price for certoin 
makes of cars much wonted and needed in 
Austrolio. 

He picks some thirty cors, totalling ap- 
proximately $40,000 and makes a compre- 
hensive listing of same. Tonight, he states, he 
wid wire his Canadian office for outhority to 
buy, rather thon wail for word from Australia. 
However, it may lake two or three doys for 
confirmation. 

By this time, the buyer is on very friendly 
terms with the used cor dealer and why not? 
So when the Australian glances at his watch 



closes, his new friend naturally inquire* the 
reason. 

It turns out to be a mixup over some 
corbon poper. The Austrolton had ordered a 
lot from Englond, intending it to be shipped 
directly to Melbourne, but instead it was tent 
here to Boston, Massachusetts, where he is 
at present. It's a Wt involved, you know, 
some duty to be paid and all thot. A mere 
fifty dollars worth of very fine carbon paper. 
but what use is it here? 

The annoyance of reihipment to Australia 
or even returning it to England is quite a 
problem in itself. By this time, if an idea 
hosn't struck the used cor dealer, ttic 
Austrolion gets it on his own. He looks about 
the office and exclaims: 

"Why, you must use a lot of carbon paper 
here! I should be glad to let you have the 
whole quantity at cost. Why not send some- 
one with me right now to pick it up?" 

Someone is sent with the fifty dollars. The 
messenger returns wtth the carbon poper. It 
turns out to be a job let that wos probably 
bought for ten dollars, though it is actually 
corbon, which is oboul all that the so-called 
Australian represented it to be. But after all, 
whot dees it matter while a deal for $40,000 
is pending? 

That's how the deal stays — pending. 
Actually, the real amount at slake was forty 
dollars, which the pretended Australian took 
for himself. He never comes bock to close 
the big deal on used cars for export. Instead, 
he keeps going the rounds of other businesses. 
He prices a lot of billiard tables, he negoti- 
ates for a quantity of electric refrigerators, 
he talks to book publishers, typewriter com- 
panies, day by day. 

Always, he remembers that package of 
unclaimed carbon paper at the post office. 
Someliffloi it's at his hotel or in a locker al 
the railroad station. In any cose, he sells 
such a pockoge to eoch of the firms with 
which he has talked big figures on on export

Thit game with variations, has been on 
old favorite year in and year out, out H 
docin'l bring the fast results that some 
tperaton prefer, nor does It weor too well, 
one* people generally begin to avoid buy- 
ing corbon paper except from regular supply 
houses. The con man who likes la put up the 
big front is generally on opportunist, who is 
all the happier, the mor« lovish hit pose. 

His hcydey was during the days of Pro- 
hibition, when he could pose ai the son of 
a Scotch whiskey distiller, though his victims 
usually wound up referring )o him in less 
complimentary terms. The distillery rocket 
w«Mlied out much like this:- . 

Into some seaboard city such as Phita- 
4«tpMa or Baltimore come a personable 
young man who colled ot e large depart- 
ment store ond spread out the plan of a 
very fine looking yacht. 

This he soid, wos his own private yacht. It 
needed repairs so he was having the yacht 
brought here from Bermuda, rolher Ihon at- 
tempt the long cruise back to Glasgow, it 
would be o good idea, he had decided, to 
hove th« ya^ht redecorated at the some 
tin*. 

The upshot wos that the young man order- 
ed o lorge quontity of fine furniture and other 
decorations. Some of his conferences on the 
subject were held in his hotel suite, where 
ho served some of the Scotch whiskey which 
his fother manufactured. How he had brought 
in (he Scefch during Prohibition wos o subject 
that he at first avoided. Finally, however, he 
let it out. 

Th« crew of the yacht, he said, had wayg 
of their own for getting the stuff ashore. Net 
that he would be porty to it, indeed no. 
But when his yacht arrived from Bermuda, 
he was quite sure that any number of coses 
of Scotch could be delivered to local pur- 
chasers who furnished the money in advance, 
so Ihot it could be sent to certain members 
of the yacht's crew. 

This spiel could only bring one result. The 
deportment store men insisted on ' handing 
over subsiantiol sums of cosh to tht distiller's 
son. Not only Ihey, but their 'friends did the 
■ame. The pool got bigger and bigger oil in 
onlicipation of the yacht's orrivol. When it 
totalled a few thousand dollars, the distiller's 
son decamped, usually leaving on unpoid 
hotel bill. The yacht never did show up with 
He corgo of Scotch becoui* the impostor 



vrasn't the distiller's son. In fact the distiller 
didn't have a son and if he hod, he wouldn't 
have given him o yacht. 

Todoy. such opportunists operate different- 
ly, since they no longer hove Prohibition to 
help them. One timely case occurred in San 
Francisco a few years ago. There, o large 
cargo steamer was put up for sale at a price 
of around $600,000 and o young man 
promptly flew in by plane from Seattle to 
make the purchase. 

He had some plan for coastal trade thai 
sounded very feasible, considering that he 
had inherited a few million dollars from an 
uncle in the lumber business. All he needed 
was a ship and this was it. So he mode 'out 
a check for $600,000 and the deal was 
closed therewith. 

His one trouble now was to get o hotel 
room, having hopped the plane in such a 
hurry. So the head man of the steamship line 
arranged for a suite in one of Son Fransico's- 
best hotels. As soon as he was established- 
there, the young man from Seattle went to 
some of the largest clothing stores in lowa^- 
ond bought himself new suits, shirts, shoes 
and oil that went with it. 

He hod no trouble running up o charge 
when he gave his address as the swank 
hotel but when his bills reached sizeable p'ro- 
portions, as they did within a few days, the 
stores wanted better references. 

What better could there be than his own \ 
steamship? The young man invited some of the ' 
store departments heads down to the ship, 
where he was piped on board as the owner 
and o large party thrown at the expense of 
the line that h-jd sold him the vessel at 
such a tidy profit.' 

AB went well until the $600,000 check 
reached the Seattle clearing house. There it 
was discovered that there wasn't any such 
account. The steamship line hadn't anticipated 
this with CI check of such size, parti':ularly as 
they still hod their ship. In brief, the check 
didn't clear Seottle. 

But by then the young man hod cleared 
San Francisco, along with his new ward- 
robe and a lot of fancy suit cases that he 
hod bought for trovel. Naturally, he'd paid 
for oil this with checks on the same bank in 
Seattle. He hod usdd that non-existent ac- 
count to cover his hotel bill as well. 

So watch out for the big time swindler who 
ploys for small time stokes. The bigger Ihey 
come, the phonier Ihey are ^— sometimei,
